¢ recall at will (Do | remember having seen it before? If so, do | remember the 
possible meaning(s) associated with it?) 

¢ relate it to an appropriate grammatical form (Is it a noun, verb? Can | use it in 
a sentence? Is it countable?) 

¢ use with correct collocation (Do | know which other words | generally use 
with it?) 

* pronounce it well (Can | say the word in isolation? What about connected 
speech?) 

¢ spell it correctly (Can | write this word?) 

¢ right formality level (Do | know when or in which situations | can use it?) 

¢ offspring (Can | use this word to form others?) 

¢ connotations and associations (Can | tell whether it will have a negative 
impact on the listener?) 


espouse / Er % r'spauz / Am 5 verb [transitive] FORMAL 
to give your support to an idea, principle, or belief: 
the policies espoused by the government of Japan 


[count] an activity that you do for fun that has rules, and that you can win or lose: 
Monopoly is a game for all the family. 
ball/card/board/party game: Do you know any good party games? 
computer/video game: The kids all love playing computer games. 
la. an activity that children do for fun that may not have rules or a winner: 
The children were playing noisy games in the garden. 
1b. agame of chance an activity, especially one in which you GAMBLE money, that depends on luck rather than skill 
[count usually singular] a type of sport: 
They take the game of cricket very seriously here. 
2a. the way that someone plays a sport: 
He has trained hard to improve his game. 
the English/Italian etc game (=the way a sport, usually football, is played in England, Italy etc): Hard tackling is part of the English 
game. 
[count] a particular event in which people take part in a competition: 
He won the money in a poker game. 
Are you going to watch the game on TV tonight? 
game of: Let's have a game of volleyball. 
3a. one of the series of separate parts that make up a particular event in some sports, such as tennis: 
He won the first set 6 games to 4. 
games [plural] an organized event where people from many countries compete in different sports such as running, jumping, and swimming: 
the Olympic Games 
games [singular] BRITISH organized sports that children play at school: 
Miss Plumtree takes us for games. 
[count] an activity or situation that someone seems to be treating less seriously than it should be treated: 
Marriage is just a game to them. 
They are playing political games with people's safety. 
[count usually singular] an activity or type of work that is like a game, for example because it has rules that you must follow: 
In this business, you have to know the rules of the game. 
He worked in the building game all his life. 
[uncount] wild animals, birds, and fish that people hunt, usually for food
